Hermann Field, guest speaker 
at the annual Open House of the 
Memorial Hall Library, will have 
as his subject “‘Angry Ilarvest’’,a 
novel born in a Polish cellar.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Call A Special Meeting 


Well, we're all beginning to come around to the same 
point of agreement, after all. 

Henry Wolfson of the Taxpayers’ Association seems to 
have made up his mind to support garden apartment zoning, 
providing some safeguards are written into the building 
code. Others who opposed the zoning have been heard to 
modify their original statements. 

The Selectmen, as of Nov. 3, again proclaimed their 
interest in obtaining the apartment project for the town — 
and more or less agreed that they, as individuals, should 
have taken to the floor of town meeting to say so. 

And we have heard the president of the Taxpayers’ 
Association state his position in favor of the zoning. 

How nice. 

But are we now engaged in an empty gesture, designed 
to appease those in the community who felt garden apart- 
ments would be an asset? Are all the kind words, particu- 
larly from those originally opposed to the project, meant 
to soothe the feelings, without producing positive results? 

There seems to be some doubt whether the individual 
who wished to build this project is now interested. 

And if he is, what must we do, having once dumped the 
fat in the fire, to assure the success of this zoning pro- 
posal when and if it comes up again? 

Let’s look at it this way: 

The Industrial Development Commission has been given 
the specific job of evaluating this project in terms of its 
value to the community. That group should report very 
soon, on whether it believes the project would be a good 
one, 

Safeguards, as proposed by Mr. Wolfson, could easily 
be incorporated in the zoning by-law, or the rules and 
regulations governing use of such a zone, Remember, too, 
that a three-man Board of Appeals must be satisfied that 
the project would be good for the town and agree unani- 
mously on this point, before any construction could start. 
And on the basis of past performance, this group of three 
takes considerable convincing. 

The language of the zoning by-law and the rules govern- 
ing it need not be changed from that previously used at the 
special town meeting, except such additions as may be 
thought wise in line with Mr. Wolfson’s proposals. 

Why, then, can’t the Selectmen summon a special town 
meeting within a month, to take action on this project? 

If there is as much interest in it as seems indicated by 
the statements of public officials and private citizens, 
then such a decision would certainly be warmly received, 
We think this would be a step in the right direction, rather 
than waiting until the March town meeting, when there is 
no assurance that the developer would be available. He’s 
already negotiating elsewhere in this immediate area. 

Let’s keep it in mind that the action at the last special 
town meeting was of such a nature that it could easily 
discourage industrial and commercial growth. 

We saw all the town boards approve the project; a 
public hearing was held, at which no opposition was 
heard; differences of opinion over legal wording were

worked out by the boards involved. In short, the developer 
had every reason to believe the project would be approved. 
The president of the Taxpayers’ Association, who also is 
chairman of the Industrial Commission, told local re- 
presentatives of the developer that he believed his Asso- 
ciation would give its Ok. Then town meeting came, 
opposition arose from the floor, and the whole project 
went out the window. 

What sort of example is this to set for the future? How 
can any businessman, or industrialist, look at the facts 
in this case and feel anything but uncertainty over con- 
templated expansion within the town’s borders? 

We need to set the record straight for the future. The 
time to do it is this year, 1958. By the simple decision to 
call a special meeting, the Selectmen can give the town 
a chance to act again on a project that apparently was 
not sufficiently clear, but which now seems to be getting 
delayed support from its most ambitious detractors, 


Why Not Announce Vote ? 


We’ve often wondered why town boards and some non- 
official groups, when making recommendations io the town 
meeting, do not indicate the vote by which the specific 
action was taken. 

Specifically, in the deliberations of the Finance Com- 
mittee, there may often be an occasion when a bare 
majority makes the decision, while a strong minority 
holds a contrary position, When the subject is debated at 
town meeting, shouldn’t the voters be made aware of this 
fact? Itsn’t it important to know that,among the members 
of this group, there have been two schools of thought? 
This would avoid drawing the conclusion that the entire 
membership has agreed on one decision, because when 
this happens it tends to influence the meeting consider- 
ably. When there is a logical argument on both sides of 
the question, it would seem wise to acknowledge that 
this is true. 

The same thought goes for the Taxpayers’ Association, 
which apparently does not always unanimously agree on 
a position. Why should the voters be led to believe that 
the members of that board saw only one logical answer? 
Why not say that a majority saw it one way, and a specific 
number saw it the other? This would again give the voters 
a chance to weigh the recommendations properly. 

Perhaps some consideration could be given to announc- 
ing the vote, specially in cases when the groups are al- 
most equally divided. This appears to be a better method 
and a fairer one.
